By the following order of Secretary Stan- 
on, it will bo seen that it is determined toj 
enforce the principles announced by Attor- 
ne'y General Speed : 

War Department, Adjutant Gknlr-I 
al's OFFICE, Washington, April 24.— Gen- 
eral Orders No. Hi. —The attention of all| 
commanders of military divisions, depart- 
ments, districts, detachments, and posts, is] 
drawn to the annexed opinion of the Attor-| 
ney General, which they will observe, and 
regulate their action in accordance there- 
with. 

Attorney Geeeral's Ofi ice, April 22. 
Hon. Edw in M. Stanton, Secretary of War: 
Sir—I have the honor te> acknowledge the 
receipt of your letter of the 23d of April 
in it you ask me three questions, growing 
tot of the capitulation made between Gen 
ir.uit, of the United States Army, and Gen 
Le^e of the rebel army. 
You ask— First, whether the rebel out- 
ers who onee resided in the city of Wash- 
ngton, and went to Virginia, or elsewhere 
n the South, and took service, can return 
to the city under the stipulations of the are but adeling 
apit lat'ion, and reside here as their their uniform 
homes ? 

Second. Whether persons who resided in 
Washington about the time the rebellion 
jroke out, left the city and went to Rich 
uond, where they have adhered to the rebel 
•ause, entered into the civil service, or 
>therwise given it their support, comfort 
tnd aid, can return to Washington since the 
capitulation of General Le»e's army and the 
0 tptiire of Richmond, and reside here under 
the terms of the capitulation ? 

Third. Vou state that, since the capitula- Guerrillas— Death of 
ticn of General Lee's army, rebel officers 
have appeared in public in the loyal States, 
•veaiirig the rebel uniform; and you ask 
firbether such conduct is not a fresh act of| 
aosiility, on their part, to the United States, 
subjecting them to be elealt with as avowed 
u. mies of the Government. 
Your letter is accompanied with a copy 
jf the terms of capitulation entered into, 
betwixt Gens. Graut and Lee. It is as fol- 
lows : 

"Rolls of all the officers and men to bi 
made in duplicate; one copy to be given to] 
in officer designated by me, the other to 
Ue retained by such ofleat or edlicersas you 
may designate. The officers to give their 
individual paroles not to take up arms 
against the Government of the United State* 
until properly exchanged, and each compa- 
ny or regimental commaneler sign a like 
parole for the men ol their commands. The 
trne«, artillery and publie property to be] 
parked and stacked, and turned over to the 
ifflearp appointed by me [Gen-Grant] to 
receive them. This will not embrace the 
side arms of the officers, nor their private 
horses or baggage. This done, each officer 
and man will be allowed to return to their 
homes, not to be disturber! by the United 
States authority so long as they observe 
their parole und the laws in force where 
they may reside." 



ostilities. Regarding Gen. Grant, then, 
speaking simply as a soldier, and with 
a powers of a soldier; regarding this war 
a territorial war, and all persons within 
that territory as residents thereof, and, as 
such, enemies of the Government, and look- 
ing to the language of the stipulation, I am 
of opinion that the rebel officers who sur- 
rendered toGen. Grant have no homes with- 
in the loyal States, and have no right to 
come to places which were their h 
to their going into the rebellion.

As to your second question— the stipula 
ion of surrender betwixt Generals Grant 
nd Lee does not embrace any persons other 
than the officers and soldiers of Gen. Lee's 
rmy. Persons in the civil service of the 
rebellion, or who had otherwise given it 
upport, comfort, and aid, were residents of 
the rebel territory, and certainly have no 
right to return to Washington under that 
stipulation. 

Ill, 

As to the third question— my answer to 
the first is a complete answer to this. Rebel 
alficere certainly have no right to be wear 
ing their uniforms in any of the loyal Stales 
It s-eiiis tome that such officers, having 
done wrong in coming into the loyal States, 
nsult to injury in wearing 
They have as much right 
lo bear the traitors' llag through the street* 
of a loyal city as to wear a traitor's garb, 
The stipulation of surrender permits no 
such thing, and the wearing of such a uni- 
form is an act of hostility against the Gov 
ernment.

In giving construction to these articles of 
sapitniation, we must consider in what ca- 
pacity Gen. tirant whs speaking. He, of 
-•ourse, spoke i>y the authority of the Presi- 
lent of the United States, as Commander- 
in-chief of the armies of the United States. 
It must be presumed that he had no author- 
ity from the President, except such as the 
■ 'omniander-iu-chief could give to a mili- 
tary ofiear. 

The President performs two functions of 
she government — one civil, the other mili- 
tary. As President of the United States, 
tnd ; ts civil head, he possesses the pardon- 
am power; uv President of lUe UnilCU 

si; ( '..s he is. Commander-in-chief of the 
irinies of the United States, and is the head 
>f its belligerent power. His power to par- 
Ion us a civil magistrate cannot be dele- 
.ated; it is a personal trust inseparably con- 
leeted with the ollice of President. As Com- 
mand r-in-chief of the armies of the United 
states he baa powac of necessity to delegate 
i vast amount of power. Regarding Gan. 
Irant, then, purely as a military officer, 
tnd that he was speaking as one j>osses>ii)g 
10 power except belligerent, and consider- 
ing the fact to be well known to the bellige- 
rents with whom be was making the stipu- 
lation, let us come to the consideration of 
he tirst question which you have pro- 
pounded, it must be observed that the 
p.estion is not to the extent ol the power, 
fiat the President, as Commander-in-Chief 
»f the armies, possesses; it is not whether 
he, as Commander-in-Chief of the United 
Slates, could grant parole by virtue of his 
military authority, to rebels to go to and 
reside in loyal communities — communities 
chat had not been in rebellion against the 
irovernment of the United States; but the 
puesiion is whether, by and under the terms 
>f the stipulations, beaai granted such j>er- 
miaahail In the case in 2 Black, com- 
monly called the Prize Cases, the Supreme 
fjowtof the United States decided that the 
rebels were belligerents: that this was no 
loose, unorganized insurrection, without 
lelined boundary, but that it had a bound- 
»ry marked by lines of bayonets, which 
raa only be crossed by force; that south of 
that line is enemy's territory, because held 
.iud claimed by an organized hostile and 
Oi'lligerent power; that all persons residing 
within that territory must be treated as eu- 
euiies. though not foreigners; and it is well 
settled that all persons going there without 
accuse, pendiug the hostilities, or remain 
ing there alter hostilities commenced, must 
be rega.ded and treated as residents of that 
territory. It follows, as a matter of course 
that residents of the territory in rebellion 
annot be regarded as having homes in the 
loyal Slates. 

deuce cannot be distinct one from the other, 
fhe rebels were dealt with by (Jen. Grant as 
ijelligerents. As belligereuts, their homes 
were of necessity in the territory belonging 
to the Government of the United Slates 
1'he officers and soldiers of General 
I. e's army, then, who hud homes, prioi 
be the rebellion in the Northern Slates, 
took up their residences within the rebel 
States, and abandoned their homes in the 
loyal States, and when Gen. Grant gave 
permission to them, by the stipulation, to 
return to their homes, it cannot be under- 
stood as a permissian to return to any part 
jf the Loyal States. That was a capitula- 
tion of surrender, and not a truce. Vattel 
lays it down that [p. 411], "Luring the 
truce, especially if made for a long period, 
it is naturally allowable for enemies to pass 
and reoass to and from each other's coun- 
try, in the same manner as it Is allowed in 
ime of peace, since all hostilities are now 
■iuspended. But each of the sovereigns is 
liberty, as ho would be in time of peace, 
adopt every precaution which may be 
necessary to prevent this intercourse from 
becoming prejudicial to him. He has just 
grounds of suspicion against people with 
whom he is soon to recommence hostilities 
He may even declare at the time of making 
the truce that he will admit none of the 
netny into any place under his jurisdic- 
,on. 

" Those who, having entered the enemy'f 
territories during the truce, are detained 
there by sickness, or any other insurmoun- 
ble obstacle, and thus happen to remain 
in the country after the expiration of thel 
armistice, may, in strict justice, be kept 
prisoners; it is an accident which they 
might have foreseen, and to which they 
havt-, of their own accord, exposed them- 
pelTes; but humanity and generosity com- 
monly require that they should be allowed 
a sufficient term for their departure. 

" If the articles of truce contain any con- 
ditions either more extensive or more nar- 
rowly restrictive than what have been laid 
down, the transaction becomes a particulai 
deaf old lady, whoj convention. It is obligatory on the con 
trading parties, who are bound to observe 
what they have promised in due form ; and 
the obligations thence resulting constitute

In their 
hands vice is virtue, lalsehood is truth, 
crime is goodness, the fierceness of malig- 
nant hate is charity, and darkness is light. 
In whatever direction the mind of rebels 
turns, it calls forth legious of 
sies. There is 
been in the history of man a more solemn, 
momentous, and imperative duty given to 
any people than that now before the Amer- 
ican people, in teaching for the present and 
for all time to romo that the entire rebel- 
lion, in all its parts and parcels, has al- 
ways been, in all its action, and is now a 
gigantic criminality. Each one leagued 
with it, aud contributing anything to it, 
"however minute" or "however remote 
from the scene of action, and actually 
leagued in the general conspiracy" for le- 
vying war against the United States, is a 
traitor and must be so adjudged. The 
sooner that eac i of the men who rushed 
into this conspiracy against the nation 
reaches this view of his conduct and con- 
fesses his evil teaching aud deeds, the soon- 
er may he hope for peace of mind through 
the pardoning power. The rebels cannot 
be permitted to assume that they have re- 
ceived condonation. That is a right that 
belongs exclusively to the national author- 
ity. Rebels cannot determine the question 
of domicile any more than they can as to 
what the nation is to do with Jeff Da- 
vis. The national authority can, if it 
chooses to do so, determine to place each 
rebel under domiciliary visit, and this car- 
ries with it power over the domicile. What- 
ever forgiveness the Government may ex- 
tend to rebels is an act of pure mercy on 
the part ot the sovereign authority. Each 
traitor has forfeited his life, liberty, and 
property to the offended majesty of the na- 
tion, and, if the sword of justice is suspend- 
ed over their guilty heads, they must not 
take up the perilous thought that it cannot 
fall. It can and may fall on them at any 



made their beds among their fellow trait- 
ors, why not sleep in the beds they thus 
selected? They have not the least title to 
declare their own status. That belongs 
a'one to their conqueror, the nation. Their 
treason has involved this nation in a world 
of suffering. Oat peace, our commerce, 
our industriil pursuits, our social condi- 
tion, have all been made the victims of their 
gigantic wickedness. They made the land 
to flow with blood for four years, they car- 
ried on extensive piratical depredations on 
the ocean, they have starved and poisoned 
sixty thousand prisoners, they have crowd- 
ed the loyal homes of the nation v/ith wid- 
ows and orphans, they endeavored to dis- 
grace before the world republican institu- 
tions, and have loaded the industry of the 
country with an enormous debt. They 
have organized wholesale slaughter, stu- 
pendous arson, robbery and pillage, and 
persecution in the way of murder and con- 
fiscation of the property of loyal people in 
their midst, and now, as ever, defiant of 
God and man, coolly glide iu upon us, and 
assume that this is their home! There is 
no room here lor these lepers. 

The nation has made the way of these 
transgressors a very hard one. It has 
thrashed into their besotted vanity, the 
fact that the rebellion is thoroughly whip- 
ped. To that fact Joe Johnston, called 
General by them, basset his baud and seal. 
If the nation that has accomplished this, 
chooses to do so it can go on and extirpate 
every rebel from the land. It would be a 
simple act of justice to do so. The loyal 
people aud their constituted authorities 
have no disposition to do this, but their 
patience must not be too much pressed. 
They tolerate because they are merciful, not 
for the want of strength. Those defeated 
and contingently pardoned rebels must not 
challenge the lightning stroke of loyal in- 
dignation. Returned rebels must be care- 
ful of making an ostentation of their crimes, 
for they should constantly bear in mind 
that the nation may invoke penalties cm 
them whenever it pleases its sovereign will 
to do bo. Andjlbey should bear in mind that 
in quartering themselves upon their sympa- 
thising friends here, they may suddenly 
precipitate puuishment upon these home 
traitors. The symyathisers cannot be too 
circumspect in their ourse toward these re- 
turned rebels. Amnesty is not plenary 
pardon. These traitors must wear their in- 
famy as infamy aud not attempt to array it 
for ad mi rat iou. The temper of this nation, 
in view of the culminating crime of ussas- 
siuatiou, devised, nurtured and executed 
by rebeldom, is not in a condition to be 
trifled with by the minions of treason. The 
sword of national justice hangs over their 
guilty beads by a single hair.

That we have not misstated the crime of 
treason is evident from a judgment of Chief 
Justice Marshall in the case of Bollman 
and Swartout. Judge Marshall said: "It 
is not the intention of the court to say that 
no individual can be guilty of this crime 
who has not api>eared in arms against his 
country. On the contrary, if war be actu- 
tually levied, that is, if a body of men be 
actually assembled for the purpose of effect- 
ing a treasonable purpose, all those who 
perform any part, however minute, or how- 
ever remote from the scene of actiou, aud 
who are actually leagued iu the general 
conspiracy, are to be considered as traitors. 
But there must be an actual assembling of 
! mm for the treasonable purpose, to consti- 
tute a levying of war." 

Again: Judge Marshall says: "Crimes so 
atrocious as those which have for their ob- 
j • <-t the subversion by violence of those 
laws and those institutions which have 
been ordained in order to secure the peace 
and happiness of society, are not to escape 
punishment because they have not 
into treuson." 

In his judgment, in Burrs case, the Chief 
Justice reviewed a part of this language, 
and iu that review he sajs: "I should there- 
fore feel no objection.a//Aou<7A I then thought 
and still think the opinion perfectly correct, 
Ui carry the point if possible again before 
the Supreme Court, if the case should de- 
pend upon it." 

It is a part of the tactics of the whipped 
rebels to throw dust into the eyes of the na- 
tion on the subject of treason. This is as 
much beyond their power as it is to con- 
vince loyal peopla that rebellion is a trivial 
affair, or that rebels can not be subjugat- 
ed. The law of treason is thoroughly un- 
derstood, as it needs must be under the 
bloody lemons of Jeff. Davis and his mur- 
derous crew. These whipped rebels must 
plainly understand that they have not a 
right to life, liberty or property except 
such as the mercy of the nation bestows 
upon them as an act of grace, not, of justice. 
They left Kentucky, for example, and went 
into the rebellion in search of what they 
called their "rights." Into these rights 
they tried madly and vainly to fight their 
way, and ignominiously failed. By their 
act of thus going into rebellion, the State of 
Kentucky felt warranted in depriving them 
by law, of the "rights" they forsook at 
home. By what rule of common sense can 
they suppose they possess a shadow of a 
claim to oome back to Kentucky? They

The Funeral Train. 

Monday, May 1st, 11:7 A. M. — We are 
now slowly passing the village of White 
.Stone. A number of young ladies are 
drawn up in line, dressed in white with 
black sashes. Large bonfires are also burn- 
ing. 

Lakay kite, kK AtEL— Tm houses on 
each side of the railroad track are illumi- 
nated, and an elsewhere badges of mourn- 
ing and draped lings are prominent. Bon- 
tires blaze, bells toll, and funeral strains of 
music are heard. People have assembled at 
•til the stations on the route to view the 
train. 

Mk higan City, May 1,8:25. — The train 
stops under a beautiful temporary struc- 
ture. It is 12 feet wide, aud the main 
columns are 14 feet high; from these spring 
a succession of arches in gothic style. The 
arches are trimmed with black, and orna- 
mented with evergreens and choice flowers. 
Near by this continuation of arches are 3b* 
young ladies. They sang 0!d Hundred, 
concluding with the Doxology. The 36 
ladies are on a decorated platform in w hite 
with black learfc, They held in their hands 
little Hags, in their midst, and almost 
hidden in the folds of the national fllag, is 
a lady representing genius of America. 

Our party, when starting from Indianap- 
olis, was increased by the addition of Semi- 
tor Lane and Representatives Orih, Far- 
guliar, and Stillwell, and by the following 
mUmM of Gov. Morton's staff, namely: 
Gen. Rennet, Col. Chapman, Brig. Geo. 
Mansfield, Col. Halloway, Col. Fryberger, 
C. P. Jacobs, John M. Morton, and Colonel 
Sell later. 

Senator Trumbull and Ex-Representa- 
tive Arnold, of Illinois, join our party here; 
also Speaker Colfax. Mii-s Colfax, a niece 
of the Speaker, and fifteen other youni; Li- 
dies entered the funeral car aud laid flow- 
ers on the coffin. We have now entered 
Illinois. Soon the spot was pointed out 
where repose the remains of Douglas. Sol- 
diers are seen in that point lining the 
fences and the hills, and the j>eople begin 
to appear in large numbers. At 11 o'clock 
are arrive at Chicago, in Chicago, Hon. 
Schuyler Colfax last night delivered an ad- 
dress in liryau Hall to an immense audi- 
ence. It was appropriate as a prelude to 
ihe solemn ceremonies. 

Ch ic'A'iO, May 1.— Thousands upon thous- 
ands were congregated at Park Place and 
its locality. Minute guns and tolling and 
elk tiling of bells announced the arrival of 
the President. The great crowd stood iu 
profound silence, uncovered 1 eads, as the 
coffin was borne to the tastefully construct- 
ed car, between the open ranks of general 
and civic escort from Washington. It was 
carried under the grand arch whichextends 
across Park Place, w hich is ol triple gothic 
form, spauning the distance of li fly-one feet, 
depth sixteen leet, hcighih from ground to 
the center of the middle or main arch Lf 
thirty feet wide, the arches beiug eight feet 
wide and twenty feet iu height. The total 
height of the center arch and pinnacles is 
about forty feet. Each of the arches— all 
representing their front elevations towards 
Michigan A venue and the lake— is support- 
ed by clusters of hexagonal columns root 
ing on a single base, forming four sets of 
columns. On each front interstices between 
the columns are fitted up with gothic wind- 
owsaud beautifully draped as su' h in black 
and white. 

At the center of each arch, on top of the 
columns of both fronts, are large shields, 
from which draped national ensigns, hung 
in festoons; fifty Hags, in all forms of dra- 
pery, and surmounted arches on each pied- 
m >ut of the main or center arch is placed a 
bust of the lamented dead, aud upon each 
main front resting on the pinnacle above 
the busts is a magnificent eagle; under the 
eagle, and above the busts, the drnpery 
takes the form of the sun's rays, the whole 
is surmounted with clusters of national 
flags, appropriately arranged and suitably 
draped lromtbe grand fuueral arch to Lake 
street. The residents along Michigan av- 
enue displayed the insignia of grisf upon 
the fronts of their dwellings. Many of the 
trimmings were of an elaborate character. 
The palace of Bishop Duggan displayed 
the national banners of Ireland and Amer- 
ica, th<> harp associated with the stars aud 
stripes. The procession was preceded by a 
band of music, followed by (Jeueral Hook- 
er and Alf. Sully and Cienerals Bufordand 
sweet, together with their respective stuffs, 
the Klh aud 13th regiments of Veteran Re- 
serve Corps, and the 0th regiment of United 
States volunteers. Then came the funeral 
car, with the following gentlemen as pall 
bearers: Hons. Lymau Trumbull, J. Weut- 
worth, T. C. Sherman, F. A. Hoffman, J. 
R. Jonestben. The guard of honor was 
mounted as follows: 

Gen. Hunter, Gen. Barnard, Brig. Gen. 
Ramsey, Brig. Gen. Caldwell, Brig. uen. 
Eaton, Capt. Taylor, Adj. Davis, Geu. Mc- 
Callum, Gens. Howe, Townsend, Ekin, 
Major Field, Capt. Penrose, relatives and 
family friends in carriages, N.W. Edwards, 
C. N. Smith, Rev. Dr. Gurley, Judge Davie, 
and two clergymen. Illinois delegation — 
The Illinois escort from Washington, con- 
sisting of (iov. Oglesby, J. Dubois, Gen. 
Wayne, O. M. Hatch, and F. E. Leonard, 
with Col. Boweu, of Chicago, as Marshal; 
the Congressional delegatiou, with Ser- 
geant-at-arms Brown, U. S. Senate, the cit- 
izens committee of one hundred, Mayor 
and Council, Judges of courts and mem- 
bers of the bar, clergy, officers of the army 
and navy in uuiform. 

Bands of music were in v; rious parts of 
the imi>osing line. The second, third, 
fourth, and fifth divisions comprised among 
others, Ty»er's and Ellsworth's zouaves. 
ChildMO of the public schools, mounted 
artillery, two batteries of light artillery, 
and several regiments of State infantry, 
Masons, Odd-Fellows, and other societies, 
professional, benevolent, and trade societies, 
and not a few colored citizens took part in 
the fuueral honors. In the processiou was a 
full regiment of infantry composed of men 
formerly iu the rebel service, and who, 
taking the oath ot allegiance, were recruit- 
ed at several camps. The remains were 
conveyed to the ro'unda of the court-house 
where tht»y lay in state. 

The scene is one of great magnificence, 
from the entire ceiliug droop festooned rays 
of black and white, converging directly 
over each of the four chandeliers; on the 
west side of the hall are the words, "We 
mourn liberty's great martyr." The east 
side, "the altar of freedom has borne no 
nobler sacrifice." The walls are draped iu 
black, and ornamented with wreaths of 
white flowers. The chandeliers are fes- 
toonecL with crape; directly beneath the 
dome w the catafalque. The dais is three 
feet in highth, it contains an inclined plaue 
as a center platform. Four upright pillars 
support a canopy, through which the light 
of thirty-five stars radiates to the colli n 
end its surrouudings. 

SThe roof of the canopy is of oval form, 
covered with black velvet, festooned with 



P. M., and will remain open till 7 o'clock 
to-morrow. Thousands are crowding 
thither to see for the last time the renal ns 
of the dead President. 

The following choruses will be peloraied 
In the rotunda : "Happy and blessel are 
they all," "He that shall endure to tnd," 
etc., and the choirate frem St. Paul : "Into 
thy hands I commit my spirit." 

Every train entering the city brings hun- 
dreds ot people from the neighboring cities 
and towns. The number of people in the 
city at the time the processiou moved was 
250,000. 

From North Caroliua— Part of .Sherman's 
Army to go to Richmond— Order by 
Oeu. Howard. 

Raleigh, April 28.— The Army of Ten- 
nessee and the Army of Georgia took their 
departure from here a day or two ago for 
Richmond, Va. 

The Army of the Ohio, Gen. Schofield 
commanding, consisting of the 23d ani 10th 
corps remain, and will be distributed as a 
garrison force through the State. 

Holden, Editor ;of the Raleigh Standard, 
who is suggested as Governor of the State, 
takes decided ground against the restora- 
tion to power of Gov. Vance and the exist- 
ing legislature. He favors the adoption of 
the Constitutional amendment abolshing 
slavery, and recognizing the Constitution 
of the Uuited States as paramount to that 
of the State. 

Gen. Johnston's army is to deli\er up 
their arms to the United States to-morrow 
at Greensboro, seventy-five miles w»st of 
here.

27, 18<)5.— To the citizens along the routes of 
march : It is requested that you remain at 
your homes as much as possible wh.le the 
columns are passing by. Hostilities hav- 
ing ceased promiscu us foraging is pro- 
hibited. The necessary supplies in addi- 
tion to what the army transports, vill be 
procured from the country t>y purchase, 
liuartermasters and commissaries will be 
instructed to pay the cost or furnish proper 
vouchers. Citizens will do well to aid the 
officers commanding guards, patrol, etc., in 
every possible way to apprehend and bring 
to punishing nny thief or marauder who 
may separate himself from the column. 

Every sort of precaution will be taken by 
our oflicers to render the march orderly, 
aud it is hoped that the great terror that 
prevailed during active operations will now 
cease. It being difficult to transport ra- 
tions sufficient lor an extended march, our 
officers have been requested to discourage 
refugees from following the army. The 
ability to travel freely in nny direction now 
precludes the possibility of refugees follow- 
ing us.

Head* its Dept. of Kknttckt, April 21>, 
18G5.— The functions of the Civil Courts in 
this Department being, to an extent, sus- 
pended by martial law, makes it the du*,y 
of every officer to bo scrupulously obser- 
vant of public and individual safety, and 
to afford so far as possible, complete protec- 
tion to the people. The power of arrest 
will hereafter be sparingly exercised, and 
directed aguins. real offenders. There is 
no dignity or justice in pursuing foolish 
people for foolish words. There is no lon- 
ger in this Department, hostile to the Gov- 
ernment, an organization which deserves 
to be characterized as military. The bands 
now prowling through the country are sim- 
ply guerrillas and robbers, and are to be 
treated as such. They will be allowed to 
surreuder for trial. All loyal people of this 
Department are to be protected without re- 
gard to color or birthplace. Complaints have 
reached these headquarters of the beating 
of men and women for claiming the benefit 
of the amnesty oath and of the act of Con- 
gress freeing the slaves of all persons who 
have been in rel>ellion against the Govern- 
ment of the United States, or who have 
aided or given comfort to those in rebellion, 
and of the joint resolution freeiug the wives 
and children of enlisted men and others 
who have acquired rights under the laws, 
Executive proclamations, and military or- 
ders. All such persons are under the pro- 
tection of the Government. 

Colored persons within the laws, resolu- 
tions, proclamations, and orders referred to 
are free, and whether free or not, are to be 
protected from cruelty and oppression. In 
all cases where the state of the country and 
the organization and rules of civil tribunals 
will permit them to enforce justice, orrteuU- 
ers against local laws will bo handed over 
to them for trial. In no case, however, will 
any persons or courts be allowed to deprive 
auy one of his or her liberty while within 
the terms of the acts, resolutions, procla- 
mations, or orders above referred to, or to 
harass, by persecutions or otherwise, those 
wdio may assist them in earning a support 
or maintaining their right*.
